The present Congress is not ovei- 


burdeaed with statesmen. The politi- 
cian is ooaspiououa when business which 
includes tbe present and u future to 
millions of people is subject to discue- 
sion. Clay, Webater and others who 
possessed mental ability and the gen- 
iui of statesmen have no successors. 
Sentences like those that flowed from 
their lips, giving troth iu oratorical 
power, are not used where tbey flood 
deoliring priuuiples as they under- 
stood them, uninfluenced by mercen- 
ary motives or the ambition of a small 
politician. 


The honeat contention of intellectual 


grants over !he application of funda- 
mental principles pertaining to the 
structure of the republic and the 
rigbti of tbe people, haa lost its charm, 
because it is no more present. Tbe 
flashings of mental geoius that made 
clear, thsoogh 8tate»manBhip, the dark 
places belong to the past. The power 
of mental dissection of intricate con- 
•titutioual problems and their applica- 
tion to a system of honest government 
and true democracy, no more appear 
in tbe balls of a national law-making 
body. 


Persuasion flow ing from wisdom ex- 


pressed, and the confidence it brings 
to satisfy the mind through conviction 
that the subject under review has re- 
ceived the best thought of a statesman, 
is not a result of the arguments of 
those in the majority. Nor can it well 
bo BO, because there is not anything 
said that leads to « conclusion that the 
speakers had sought and received light 


surprise to any citizen ot tne State to 
learn aboat who is not of them. 


Oo on John and make suggestions as 


you think it Is fit to make them, as 
your late article indicates; yon will be 
a man some day who will be heard 
from, but do not think that you will 
succeed in getting through the head of 
a moss back anything that Is reason- 
able, becnnse there is no place for it 
and it will of u necessity remain out- 
stile. Moro particularly will it have 
to remain outside when Charlie Wai- 
luce ia pointing the way. 


when analyzing the subject presented 
that includes principles, whose weight 
is balanced by truth. 


The Porto Kican turitf 
question, 


whioh has been disposed of adversely 
to free trade with the island,presented 
questions that required the most care- 
ful consideration and deliberation to 
avoid a mistake in the application of 
principles, ttutt error might be avoided. 
Questions respecting the future gov- 
ernment of late acquired territory, 
including a new departure from accus- 
tomed usage iu the application of 
government to new territory inhabited 
by Civilized ptople, should have been 
disposed of iu the most careful man- 
ner, having in view always tbe right 
and thn best interests of the territory 
and of the people thereon to whom 
gov romont was sought to bo applied; 
but there was no such consideration or 
disposition of the question. 


From the beginning of the work in 


Cougreas to develop and apply a sys- 
tem of government to the island, party 
considerations und the interests ot 
those, under the cover of revenue, who 
m:gut lose or gain money by the ap 
pliotition of principles, seemed to bt> 
and was the eole consideration of tbe 
majority in Congress, 


Politics, find not principles, was tbe 


chief uioviug consideration in tbe dip- 
position of the questions that were 
presented for solution upon a theory 
consistent with our form of govern- 
ment and tbe application of ita prin- 
ciple?, assuring freedom to those under 
its authority. When principles have 
ceased to receive consideration and 
application to government, and poli- 
tics has become tbe only consideration, 
tbe decadence of the republic is upon 
n§, and should it continue there will 
be added iu the near future to the 
mass of evidence given in history that 
the required intelligence is not present 
to sustain self government. 


Tbe causes that led to the overthrow 


of ancient republics is found to have 
bad their origin in too much ignorance 
in the mass of the people and for that 
reason there was not present the re- 
quired care to protect principles and 
prevent inovatlou by those whose ob- 
ject it was to make government subject 
to their personal umbitiou and pur- 
pose. An admission that we are ie- 
ceiving unquestionable evidence of our 
weakness «« e self-governing people i.-" 
not in the light of hiotory flattering to 
our intolliKonoe but; to deny the trntb 
would be nu advance in the direction 
we are tending. 


When the truth is known and ad- 


mitted by the frieiida of the republic; 
there will ba hope for its future main- 
tainani'e as it will show there Is sutfi- 
cent lutelliKence to comprehend the 
evil that hns overtaken it since the 
visitation of tbe money power which ie 
now its head and the all controliug 
and directing agent of its policy which 
is, uuioflr to exolnde tiny application 
of its principles. When there ia con- 
sidered from n position that gives 
lU'it to review in u dispassionate way 
such, as the influence and happenings 
under pressure of influence will per- 
mit the late work of a United States 
Oongoss in passing the Porto Kican 
bill savor?, more of a bargain and sale 
than anything there has been accom- 
plished by a like law making body 
since tbe first application of tbe prin- 
ciples of fresdoin was made as directed 
by the constitution.
